I The subject matters of claims 1-3, 5-9 and 11-19 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of 
document 1 (paragraphs 0009-001 1) and document 2 (paragraphs 0007 and 0008) respectively cited m the ISR. 
A person skiUed in the art could have easily appUed the technique taught by document 2, m which the location 
information of a camera installation place is produced based on a sateUite positioning system, to the camera 
Isystem of document 1. 

I The subject matters of claims 4 and 10 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1 
and 2 and document 3 Cparagraphs 0005-0007) cited in the ISR. A person skUled in the art could have easily 
appUed the technique taught by document 3, in which a password is used for operatmg a camera, to the camera 
Isystem of document 1 . 
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
